diferent, end mutt be fo from the nature 
of the thing . 

In cafes of this nature, the acknow- 
ledgment of perents, or, to {peak more 
properly, of hufband and wife, can be 
of hitle or no avail. Such acknowledpe- 
ment is no other than a continu ition or 
necelary confequence of the crime. The 
froud would be ridiculous, and defeat it- 
felf, if (uch acknowledgements were want- 
ing. 

If therefore the doftrine above con- 
tended for on the pait of the defender 
were jutt, it would amount to the ftronyv- 
eft leval fanétion of the crime of luppo- 
fing children. Every perion guilty of 
th t crime would be affured of impunity ; 
the crime itfelf would become its own 
protection; for the acknow Jedginent af 
the fuppoted child, which makes one 
port of the eflence of the crime, would, 
according to this doétrine, aflure the 
uccels of the fraud, and operate to the 
gus ty perfons their relief fiom ali ate 
teak, to which their ofince might e- 
therwile fe them.

Queftions concerning the flate of men 
have occurred oftener in France than in 
anv other country, and they are always 
determined according to the pofleffion 
which the party bas had of bis dite. If 
aperfon has been treated, and brought 
up, for any number of years, as the 
child of certain parents, fuch poffeflion 
fixes him to be their child, in fo much 
that the judges of that country will hard- 
ly aomit a proof to the contrary ; more 
eipecially where he has the record of 
baptilm alfo in his favour, which is rec- 
koned by them a public document of fi- 
liation. 

Many inflances have occurred, of per- 
fons claiming a new ftate, contrary to

Lady Jane’s ability te 
have children, is alio put beyond doubt 
by a milcarriage which fhe had at Rheims 
near the end of November 1748. 

2. Lady Jane had every real fymptons 
of pregnancy for the ufual time precee 
ding ber delivery in July 1748.—At Aixe 
Ja-Chapelle, where it commenced, the 
appearances of being with child are dite 
tinctly proved: [the witnefles are point- 
ed mil, See Liege, in May 1748, her 
pregnancy was obferved by the largeneds 
of her belly, the appearance of her 
breafts, and the alteration of her fea- 
tures. —At Rheims Lady Jane employed 
Mad. Andrievux to caufe make child-bed 
linen; and fhe had every appearance of 
being far advanced in her pregnancy whea 
fhe left Rheims to go to Paris. —The 
defender will further plead, that either 
Lady Jane had every real appearance of 
pregnancy, or fundry perfons of good 
charaéter are manifettly perjured. 

3- That Lady Jane Douglas was ac- 
tually delivered, at Paris, of the de-

It 
muft and will be underftood, that thele 
gentlemen are turned out for their defe- 
reme to aéts of the Britifh legiflature, 
Whilfl this proceeding has its full effect, 
you will net, you cannot avoid being 
chargeable with unthankfulnefs and dif- 
fatisfadion on ground of former heat and 
prevailing prejudice, 

It is impofitle to give any tolerable 

eolouring to this proceeding. If it thould 
be juitified, by afferting a right, that it 
is a legal power to chule whom you 
pleafe, without regard to any confidera- 
tions whatloever; the jultitication itlelf 
will tend to impeach the right. But if 
your mht is ever fo abfolute, the diftinc- 
tion between a right, and the propriety 
ef exercifinge it, is verv obvious: as this 
diftinétion has fo lately been ufed with 
great effect to your own intereft.

ad of April it was read a third time, paf- 
(fed, and fent to the Lords. Thus this

The Commons, March 30. received from 
the Lords an ingrofied bill, intitled, 42 
ad for repealing {> much of the at 7° Aun. 
ch. 6. as velates to the felling of foeep and 
grafs lambs dead, by one butcher to another ; 
which bill had been pafled by their Lord 
fhips, and to which they defired the coneur- 
rence of the other houfe, This bill was 
next day read a firft time, and ordered 
to be read a fecond time, and to be print- 
ed; and on the 22d there was prefentedc, 
and read, a petition of feveral cutting | 
butchers of London, Weitminfter, and 
Scuthwark, fetting forth the faid bill, 
and alledging, That the fariner and pra- 
fier confign their fheep and lambs to their 
refpedtive falefmen in town, who fell the 
{eme to unother fet of meu, calles car- 
cafs-butchers, who are abut twerty- 
eight in number, and that the cacafs- 
butchers have been long labouring to in- 
grefs to themfelves the “hol- po yer of 
fupplying the town mutton and lamb; 
and each of them, upon an average, Buy 
we. kly of the falefmen four hun. red head 
a pi-ce, which they retail cut to a nu- 
merous body of cutting butche*s; the 
falelmen and carcals-butcher: therefore 
have it in their power to com*ine toge- 
ther, and and fell at what they 


pleale, and thereby fubje& both the pya- 


ter and houlekeeper to tuch piice as they 
think fit; and + cee tha’ the 
2 great 
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great fource and principal caufe of the 
then prefent dearnels of provifions was 
chiefly owing to the carcafs butchers ha- 
ving the fole power of fupplying the cute 
ting-butchers with mutton and lam; 
and that if an opportumty was given to 
the numerous body cutting-butchers 
to buy in open market, the price of pro- 
vifions would be reduced, and the gras 
fiers and farmers get a better price for 
their fheep and lambs; and therefore 
praying, that the prefent method of trade, 
yn retpeat to the felling fheep and lambs 
by one butcher to another as above men- 
tioned, might be varied and altered for 
the benefit of the public, in fuch a man- 
mer as might be molt agreeable to the 
hhoule. 

This petition was ordered to lie upon 
the table, until the jad inygrofled bill 
Jhould be read a fecond time; and on the 
25th there was prefented, and read, a 
petition of the retail butchers of London, 
and another of the retail or cutting out- 
ch-r, of Weitmintter, -Iedging, that the 
trade of acutting butcher was carried on 
by many peifons who were no judges of 
athe weight and »oodnets of cattle when a- 
live ; and reprefenting the many incone 
wermencies and hardfhips to which they 
would be expofed, fhould the bill pafs in- 
to alaw; and therefore praying to be 
heard by their coun{«l aganft it. Thefe 
petiton were likewite ordered to lie up- 
on the toble, tillthe fecond reading, when 
the petitioners had leave to be heard, by 
their counfl, if they thought ht. The 
bill was then ordered to be read a fecond 
time on the 2d of April; end after a num- 
ber of perfons had been ordered to atiend 
on that day, there was pefented, ard

fecond reading was put off to the 25th, 
on which day all the perfons before order. 
ed were now ordered to attend: from 
whence it is plain, that the contending 
parties hai tnen come to no agreement; 
but this ties certainly did before the 25th; 
for on that dav the fecond reading of this 
ing-ofled bill was put off till that day two 
months, by which the bill, as well as this 
contett, was dropt. 

Piobably the bill itfelf was not appro- 
ved of by the houfe; out whether it was 
fo or not, the conteft ought not, I think, 
to hove been allowed to be dropt at the 
pleaiure of the contending parties, bee 
coule it was a conteft in which the public 
was deeply -oncerned. If there was, of 
could be any fuch combination as was 
comp'a fed of in the firlt petition, fome 
remedy ought to have been applied: if 
it had appeared that there never was, nor 
could be any tuch combination, the péti« 
tioners ou, ht to have been punilhed for 
putting the two houtes of parliament to 
fo much trouble, and a number of their 
fellow-furjeéts to fo much expence and 
trouble, by a complaint that appeared to 
be altogether proundlefs. But the truth

of the balance due thereon, dated Jan, — 
5- 1765; and allo copies of feveral ac- 
counts relating to the fame fubjedt. 
- Upon this it was ordered, that his 
Majefty’s meflage fhould be taken into 
confideration on the 2ift, and that the 
faid papers fhould lie upon the table. 
Accordingly, on that day the faid meflage 
and papers were taken into confideration, 
and it was refolved, sem. con. That an 
humble addrets be prefented to his Maje- 
fty, to return the unfeigned thanks of 
this houfe, for his moft gracious meflage; _ 
and to reprefent to his Majefty, That, — 
having taken into our confideration, | 
the ftate and nature of the accounts — 
communicated to this houfe by his Maje-

from a parity of reafon, though it be a 
maxim, ‘That the King pays no cofts, yet 
if a groundlets and vexatious profecution 
be commenced in the King’s name, hia 
ninitters, who commenced, or adviled 
coinmencing, that profecution, ought at 
leaft to be obliged to pay the colts which 
an innocent fubject has thereby been put 
to. Therefore this cuftom of the attor- 
nev-general’s exhibiting informations ex 
officio ought be abolifhed, or he ought to 
be obliged to pay colts out of bis own 
pocket, if the information fhould upon 
trial appear to be proundlets, or if he 
fhould not bring it to a trial, within a 
certain limited time. 

April 3. there was prefented to the 
houle, and read, a petition of feveral mer- 
chants and traders of Poole, Weymouth, 
Briftol, Exeter, and feven other fea- 
ports, upen the fouthern and weftern 


‘coafts of this ifland, in behalf of them- 


felves and many others concerned in the 
cod and feal fitherv, end fur-trade, car- 
ried on by his Majefty’s fubjects, on that 
art of the coait of Newfoundland lying 
etween the Cape Bonavifta and Point 
Riche, as alfoon the fouth and fouth- 
weft parts of Newfoundland, and of fee 
veral trade(men and manufaciurers con- 
netted with, or dependent on, the faid 
trade and filhery, fetting forth, Thar 
fince the conclufion of the Jate treaty of 
peace, the French had interrupted the 
Britifh fubjeéts in their fifhery ; and that 
altheugh, ine1763, by orders from the 
Britith governor, the effects left by the 
French on the coaft of Newfoundland 
were declared to be forfeited, and the 
Britifh fubjects impowered and required 
tofeize, and take to their own ule, or de- 
{troy ail French boats left there; yet, to 
the preat furprife and dilappointment of 
the ‘petitioners, thefe practices and pro~ 
ceedings were, by the prefent governor’s 
orders, ftritly forbid for the future; and 
that the Britith fubjctts are, by orders 
of the prefent governor, liable to, and 
in great danger of being dilpofiefled by 
the French of all their icttlements there, 
which they had made and ereéted at a 
great expence, under the fanétion of ae 
10° & 12° Will. ILI. and the deter~ 
mination of formes governors; by which 
precarious fitwation they will be reduced 
te the bard necedlity of abandoning ther 
fettlement:, 
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fettlements, and leaving the French in 
the entire pofiétiion of that coatt and fifh- 
ery; and thet the French bad not only 
pretumed to fifh in the very harboars on 
ihe fouth-weit coait of the iaid ifland, but 
alio to jiand there, and cut and carry a- 
way great quantities of timber, and head 
alfo carried on a confiderabie trade in 
ihofe paris, by introducing French goods 
and manufa€tures, in exchange for which 
they take and carry away fifth, oil, and 
furs, to the great detriment of the Bri- 
tifh fubjects trading there, and of the mae 
pufactures of this kingdom: and repre- 
fenting, that unlels the Britifh fubjects 
are maintained in the pofletion of their 
fettlements, and protected from the a- 
bove-mentioned incroaciments and un- 
cue practices of the French fubjedts, it 
would be impoilible to carry on the fifh- 
ery there, whereby that moit valuable 
branch of commerce would infallibly be 
Joit, to the great injury and damage of 
thefe kingdoms, and the French nation 
would become pofleiled of an exclufive 
filhery ; and therefore praying, ec. 

Then the 13th article of the Utrecht 
treaty, in 1713, andthe faida@ 10° & 11° 
Will, were upon motiun read; and a mo- 
tion being made, to refer the faid peti- 
tion to a committee of the whole houfe, 
tee houfe was informed, that Capt. Pal- 
liter attended at the door, who could 
pive the houle fome information relative 
to the matter then under confideration ;

quired into; and as the houfe had but jut 
before their refurmming this debate reiol- 
ved, that, at the rifing of the houie that 
day, they would acjourn until the roth, 
their fending for perfons at iuch a diftance 
to explain and prove the faéts, could not 
have occafioned any delay. 

Mav to. it was ordered, that the fhe. 
riffs or under-fheriffs of the feveral coune 
ties of England and Wa'es, do tranfmit 
to the clerk of this houfe, before the 
beginning of the next fetlion of parli- 
ment, an account of the prifoners cone 
fined in the feveral gaols and prifons, 
within their refpe@ive counties; for debts 
due to the crown, or for nonpeyment of 
fines on mifdemeanors, tpecitving the 
names of fuch prifoners, the dates of their 
commitments, the amount ef the debts 
or fines for which they are detained, and 
the nature of the mifdemeanors for which 
the faid fines were impoied.

of charity, and to prevent the multiply+ 


ing°of fuch obje&s is the duty, and ought 
to be the care of every fociety ; therefore 
it ‘is ridiculous as ‘well as impradent in 
any fociery to have laws, or to iniict 
jucty punithments, a$ tend ‘to create foch 
abjeéts.

when firit feized, often Mapes 
the firt two or three days, with 
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little complaints, perhaps little chills, 
often fucceeded by alternate heats, li(l- 
letlbels, pain of the head, s—and 
though thefe are alfo fymptoms which ge- 
nerally attend the beginning of an in- 
flammatory fever, yet there is commonly 
this diflerence, that in the inflammatory 
cafe they come on moftly at once, and 
with great violence; whereas in the 
putrid one they increafe by flow degrees, 
unlefs the diforder is uncommonly fevere. 
In. the beginning of a putrid fever the 
urine is of a natural colour, and if left 
to ftand twelve hours, depolites a mealy 
or wooly fediment; fometimes quite pale 
and clear, at other times, though not 
often, of fo dark a colour as if blood 
was mived with it, but then it generally 
Jets fall a fediment after tlanding. 
Whenever I am called in at the begin- 
ning of a fever, if I find a fediment in 
the urine, I obferve it to be of a bad 
kind, aud generally of long ftanding, 
more particularly if itis of a natura! co- 
lour.” This laft fentence is uniatelligi- 
ble. ** As in an inflammatory cafe we do 
not find the crifis to take place till the u- 
rine begins to be cloudy, aud to depofite 
a fediment, fo in the putrid one there is 
feidom or never an alteration for tie bet- 
ter till the urine becomes clear; and if 
it had been pale, of an tigher colour. 
The blood, if drawn away at this time, 
is of a loofe texture, though fometimes 
never feparating any ferum. The pulle, 
at the beginning, diftering but little 
from that of a perfon in health, though 
for the moft part quick and fmall. The 
tongue generally furred a preat deal, of- 
ten black and cry; very often, after the 
fever has continued fome days, thes fur 
comes offin a flough, and leavesthe tongue 
quite red, in appearance as if the fkin 
hed been pulled off, but loon gets ayain 
dry and rough, ard upon putting ) our fin- 
per upon itteelstikeagrater.

After fome days continu- 
ance of the fever, they often compl ia of 
a diforder in their throat, as a heat and 
burning, with fome citiculty of fwallow + 
ing; but this left tymptom is not near fe 
trouble‘ome and violent as what we often 
meet with in an inflammatory cate. On 
examining the mouth and throat, we of- 
ten find the uvuls, tonfils, <yc. covered 
with cinintious or white having 
the fame appearance with thole of auv 
fiethy part that lnas been lately burnt; at 
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Atler mentioning the different methods 


ef treatment required in the infammato- 
ry and putrid fevers, our author proceeds 
to the recommendation of antimonials as 
w tpecific in the cure of the fatter; but 
ef all the various preparations of antimo- 
ny, he recominends the vitrum antimonié 
ceratum as the moft efficacious, and par- 
ticularly ferviceable in abating the diar- 
rhea which often attends putrid fevers. 
He bepons with two grains, jomed with 
cordials and alexipharmics, every fiz hours, 
anciealing the dote to ten or twelve grains, 
or tlh makes the patient fick. With 
regard to the bark, he atlures us from re- 
peated experience, that he always found 
3t aggravate the fymptoms if given before 
the decline of the diforder. 
Bates a few cafes in confirmation of his 
doctrine, and concludes his pamphlet with 
the three tollowing aphorifins.

The wind then (hifting te 
the fouthward, the flames returned to 
the back {treets and alleys at the lower 
end of Broad-itreet, carrying every thing 
before it, till about nine o'clock on 
Thurtday morning, when it was provie 
dentially got the better of. The confu- 
fion and diltrets of the inhabitants on this 
eccafion may be better conceived than 
defcribed, many lehng not only their ha- 
bitations, but the major part of their 
furniture and poods, by net having futfi- 
cient time to remove, or by being obli+ 
ged to remove them two or three times. 
We hear of no perfon being burnt, but 
Capt. David Frearfon, commander of the 
fhip Jobn and Mary, from Liverpool, 
who lodged in the houle where it began. 
The tumber of principal houfes conlu- 
m-d, including the cu(ftomhoufe, and o- 
ther public offices, is about 440, the an- 
nual rents of which were £6,421]. 
fides a great number of itores and theds. 
Many principal ttores at the eait end of 
the town, well tiled with provifions, 
have, by God’s preat coodnef:, efcaped 
the fire; and no day has pafled fince, 
without the arrival of one or more provi- 
fion-vetiels, which have entirely relieved 
us from the creadtul apprehenfions of im- 
mediate want. And, as it moft afford 
general fatisfaction to each reader to be 
miormed of the benevolence and charity 
of the pudlic, feveral contributions have 
been made, and large benefiétions recei- 
ved, for the prefent relief of the poor 
Giitrefied fufferers; and our lepiflative 
bodies are daily fitting, and taking into 
conlideration, every expedient for the 
rebuilding of the town and our future 
fatety.

The number of high moun- 
tains and rapid rivers in the parifh, ren- 
der this charge 2 very laborious one ; and in 
winter often exclude many of the pari- 
fhioners from the benetit of divine ordi- 
nances. 

On the arft we left Amulree, and 
caine that night to the village of Ken- 
mure, at the foot of Loch Tay. 

2. The parifh of Kenmure is ten miles 
lone, and two broad; contams about 
2000 catechifable perfons; and befides 
the church at Kenmure, there is a place 
of worfhip four or five miles above it, 
where the minifter preaches once in the 
eipht weeks. Here we examined afchool- 
matter, Donald Macdouyal, who has

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Rannoch is a part, is of a verv great ex- 
tent, comprehending the countries of 
Glenlyon, of Rannoch, and likewife a 
part of the country upon the fouth of the 
viver Tay. It is reckoned eiphteen mies 
Jong, and eight bread, and contains a- 
bout 2500 catechifable perfons. Befide 
the parifhechurch at Fortingal, there are 
three other places where the minilter 
preaches as often as he can: but there 
is no church, nor boule to preach in; fo 
that he is many times oblived, even in 
winter, to perform divine fervice im the 
fields. Some parts of the countries of 
Glenivon and Rannoch are feventeen 
miles diftant from the parifhechurch. Mr 
Maccarra, minitter of Fortingal, inform. 
ed us, that there were no Puapifts nor 
prietts in his parifh; that the people 
were fond of hearing. and generally at- 
tended fermon; but that there were not 
above 2 er 400 who underftood a fermon 
iw Enelth, though that language was 
daily gaining ground. The country of 
Rannoch, from being poflefied by the 
mot} lawlefs and thievilh people, is now 
decome greatly civilized, and no thefts 
or robberies are heard ot. This country 
of Rannoch, a part of which formerly 
was the property ot Robertton of Strowan, 
but this part is now forfeited, and an- 
nexed to the crown, appeared to us a 
proper phice for anew erection. Achurch 
at the foot of Loch Rannoch weuld ac- 
commodate the imhabiiants of Rennoch, 
Which are zoco in number. It would 
alto be extremely convenient for a confi- 
cerable part of the pariih of Dull, and 
jor a part of the parith of Lopierate, 
there being tome fearm-towns near this 
Place, in that Ioft-mentioned  parifh, 
though thev are mneteen miles dittant 
from the church of Logierate.

Here we exa- 
mined one James Campbell, a fchoolma- 
{ter, who has 20s. a-year out of the royal 
bounty: in winter he has thirty-four 
{cholars; and we were very well fatisfied 
with him. 

On the 26th in the afternoon, we left 
Killin, and rode to a place called Crian- 
larich, where we lodged allnight. Here 
we examined one Duncan Miller, a 
{fchoolmatter, who has 20s. a-year out of 
the royal bounty. In winter he ha: up- 
wards of fifty fcholars: but he did not 
appear to us to be extremely well quali- 
fied. Befides the fimall falaries which 
thefe ichoolma ters ha: out of the roval 
bounty. the Earl of Beadalbane gives 
to each of them 100 merks a-year, a 
howe, a yord, and fewel. 

On the 27th we left Crianlarich, rode 
through Glenfalloch, came to the head of 
Loch Lomond, and frony thence proceed- 
ed to Tarbit, where we lodged all night, 
and next day arrived at Inverary. 

We ftaid at Inverary till Tuefc.y the 
rft of Julv, when we Irft that place, 
and rode down nine miles along the fide 
of Lochfine, to Knockbuy, lying in the 
parifh of Kilmichael, where we halted 
for fome hours. F om Mr Campbell of 
Knockbuy, and Mr Fullarton minilter of 
Kilmichae!, we had the following account 
of this, and of fome of the neighbouring 
parilhes. 

6. The parifh of Kilmictrael is fifteen 
miles long, and betwixt eight and ten in 
breadth; contains upwards of 2000 cate- 
chifable perfons, not above 300 of whom 
underftand a fermon in Englith ; has four 
places of worfhip; and fome parts of the 
parifh are ditlant from the parifh-church 
ten computed miles. There are no Pa- 
pitts in it. The river Add, which is ofs 
ten runs through this parifh 
from north to fouth. 

7. The parith of South Knapdale is 
fifteen miles long, and nine broad; cone 
tains 1000 catechilable perfons, not ae 
bove twenty of whom can underftand 3 
fermon in Englifh; has four places of 
worfhip. There are no Papifts in it. 

8. The united parifhes of Kilman- 
chonnel and Kilherry, which join to South 
Knapdale, is thirteen miles long, and 
eight broad; is cut by an arm of the fea; 
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contains 2000 catechilable perfons, few 
of whom underftand Enghth; has three 
places of worlhip. There are no Papifls 
in it. 

9. The parifh of North Knapdale lies 
upon two fides of a loch ; there are 1400 
catechifable perfons in it, four places of 
worfhip, no Papifts. It is ten miles long, 
and eight broad, including the lech. We 
faw a confiderable part of the parifh of 
Kilmichael, but were not in any of the 
others. Before we left Knockbuy, we 
vifited one Colin Campbell, who a¢ted 
formely as {choolmatter and catechiit in 
this parifh, but fince February laft, has 
been by a pally dilabled trom doing any 
duty, and is quite ituperannuated. We 
were informed, that his cafe had been 
reprefented to the committee, and that 
he had been continued out of mere com- 
pallion, as it was not expected he could 
live many months. This afternoon we 
left Knockbuy, and rode eight computed 
miles, to the town of Kilmichael, where 
we lodged all night. 

July 2. This morning we left Kilini- 
chiel, and travelled three miles through 
a fine plain, to the parifh-church of Kil- 
martin. Then we crofled over fome hills, 
and came to the head of Loch Craignifh, 
an arm of the fea, and from thence went 
to Barchuline, in the parifh of Craignith, 
tight computed miles diftant from Kil- 
michael. Here we halted for fome time. 
The parifhes of Kilmartin and Craignifh 
are of {mall extent, and were not judged 
Proper objeéts of our attention as vifitors. 

to. At this place Mr William Campbell 
minifter of the parifh of Kilchreinan and 
Dailling came to us. His parifhi lies up- 
on the two fides of Lochow, is eleven 
miles long, contains between 800 and 
1000 fouls, and there are no Papits in 
3t. At this place alfo we faw one Donald 
Maccallum a catechift, who has 10]. a- 
year out of the royal bounty. He cate- 
chiles in the parifhes of Kilmichael, Kil- 
martin, Craignifh, and Kilchreinan, and 
€very lecond fabbath he convenes the in- 
habitants of thele parifhes who are mott 
ciftant from their churches, reads the 
{criptures to them, prays, and fings plalms. 
We examined him, and were fatisfied. 

We left this. place in the afternoon, 
aod pafled over a very high hill, froin 
whence we faw the iflands of Iflay, of 
Jura, of Mull, of Scarba, “of Luing, of 
Colonfay, and many {mal} iflands. The 
was very noble. Fronr this hill 


 delcended to the head of Loch Mels 


ford, and went up another high moune 
tain, and had pretty much the fume icene 
prefented tous. Ino the evening we ar- 
rived at Armedie, where Wr Campbell of 
Carwhin lives, in whote houfe we lodped 
all night. Armadie is in the parith of 
Luing, and Suil, two iflands. The pa- 
rifh-church is in Suil. A few farm-towns 
upon the continent adjoining to Armadie, 
belong to this parifth. We were infori- 
ed that moft of the people in this panth 
underitand a fermon in Enelith, The 
lands of Jura, Scarba, and Colontays 
which laft-mentioned iilund is tixteen 
miles from Jura, make up the parifh of 
Jura. 

Fily 3. This morning we left Armadie, 
and rode ten miles, to Oban, a place fie 
tuated upon the coat. Here we examie- 
ned one John Macdougal, a ecatechiit. 
He has 101. a-vear out of the royal boun- 
ty, and off: iates in places as the pre(- 
bytery of Lorn dircéts: we were [itisfi- 
ed with him. At Oban we found wait- 
ing for us the King’s wherry, which the 
Hon. Board of Cuttoms ordered to attend 
us, and to traniport us through the High- 
land ifless We ordered her to fail up Loch 
Ete to Buna. In the afternoon we left 
Oban, and in our way to Bun? 
a view of the old caltle of Leunitaffnage, 
once the leat of tome of the Scots kings. 
The profpe& fiom itis grand, command- 
ing 2 great deal of land and water, and 
many iflands. From this we rode up, on 
the fide of Loch Ete, and in the evening 
arrived at Buna. 

11. Buna is fituated in the united pari‘h- 
es of Muceazirn and Ardchattan. Tits pa- 
rifh is feventeen miles long, and fifteea 
broad. The number of catechilable per- 
fous is between 14 and 1500; many of 
whom do not underitand atermon in Eng 
lith. There are three places of worthip 
in this parifh, viz. one at Muccairn, near 
Buna; another at Ardchattan, upon the 
north fide of Loch Ete; and the third in 
Glenete: but at this lait place there is 
no church, nor meeting-houle, fo that 
the minifter is obliged to preactr in the o- 
pen fields. Some of the people tn this pa- 
rifh are ten miles diftant from any church. 
There are only two Pupifts in it. 

Fuly 4. This morning we ordered the 
wherry to proceed to Strontian, and to 
wait our arrival there. About noon we 
left Buna, rode down upon the north fide 
of Loch Fite, pafled by the charch of Ard- 
chattan, aad came to the ferry of Ru- 
carve, which is upon the worth of 
302 Loch: 
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LochCreran. Afier halting for tone time 
here, we crolicd the ferry, and at night 
arrived at the houle of Mr Campbell of 
Airds, lying in the united parithes of Lil- 
znore and Appin. 

12. This parith comprehends the ifland 
of Liimore, the countries of Appin, Ard- 
Sheil, and Glenco, and a long traét of land 
called King airloc oh, eparated from Ad- 
Sheil by av arm of the fea. The ifland 
of Lifmore is nine miles long, betwixt one 
and two broad, and contains goo fouls ; 
Appin and Ardfheil contain 1300; Giene 
co 400, and Kingairloch 260; in ail 2860 
fouls. There are no Papitts in this parith; 
but not above a fourth part of the inha- 
bitants underttand a fermon in Englith. 
This parifh is about fifteen miles jong, 
and about five or fix brood, There are 
in it tour places ef worthip, #2. one in 
Lifmore, and another in Appin; m which 
two places the winifter preaches alter- 
mately. He hkewile preaches occafionally 
in Glencoe, and Kingairloch ; but toe mif- 
fionary et Strontian is appointed to preach 
fomctires in this laft-mentioned place.

14. The parith of Kilmanivaig compre- 
henus the totlowing countries, viz. Gar- 
rartick, Gient»een, Gienroy, Duchanal- 
fv, all i: Lochaber, and the country of 
Glengary. From the bridge of Neavis, 

ear to Fort Wall:am, upon the fouth, to 
the head ot Glenfpean, upon the eaft, is 
fourteen miles; from the faid bridge to 
Aberhalder, near Fort Auvuitus, north, 
is twenty iniles; frown Aberhaicer to the 
head of Glenperv, north-weit, 1s nine 
mies; from Terfat, in the head of Glen- 
{pean, fouth by Annal, Leckrov and A- 
berhalder, to the he dof Glengary, north- 

welt, is twentv hve miles. This pariflt 
2500 techituble perfons, 1609 
of whom are Papifts: few of them un- 
derfand a fermon in Enplifth, The mi- 
nitter preaches in five ditterent places, ck. 
Ticiiundie, Auchindaa!, Duchanafiy, Au- 
chad op, andInch; but there isnochurch, 
Manie, glebe, or ichool, in the whole pa- 
Tiere are three lochs in thr 
mth, ac. Loculochie, nine males, boch- 
tix miles, and Lochouch, four miles, 
long. thi s parifh we examined one 
Lau hlan Macbean, catechift m Kilmelie 
and Rilmanmiveie: be bas ro]. ovt of the 
royal bounty, and appeared to us to be 
pretty well Qualilied, 

Thele two parifhes are objeéts of parte 
ticular ettention, beth upon account © 
their large extent, and of the great num 
ber of Papitts in Kiimanivaig. Po- 
pith pricits refde in thefe bounds. Aa ee 
rection et Fort Wiliam would well 
accominodate the countries of Mamore an 
Glenevis, 
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Glenesis, and all the country from Fort 
Williamto High-bridge, which ts fix miles. 
There ought to be another in Glen{pean, 
where the rivers of Spean and Roy meet, 
which wou!d terve the countries of Glene 
{pean and Gienroy. There ought to be 
another fomewhere to accommodate the 
peopie upon the fide of Lochlochie and 
Locharkik. Glengary muit be adjoined 
to Fort Avguitus; for tt lies very difcon- 
tiguous from tle reit of the parith oi Kil- 
manivaig. The forfeited eltate of Loch- 
ie! tc in thete parithes. 

July 8. This day we left Fort Wil- 
lien, and rode to the ferry of Ard- 
gour, Where we crofied in a boat, and 
were obliged to fwim our horles. From 
thence we patied through Glentarbot, 
ard in the evening ariived at Strontian. 
Here we found the King’s wherrie wait 
ingtorus. At this place we ditmifled our 
horles, and fent them to Glenelg, to wait 
there our retur from the iflands. 

15. Strontian is in the parifh of Ard- 
nsmurchan; which comprehends five coun- 
tries, tit. Sunart, Ardnamurchan, Moi- 
cart, Arilaig, and South Morar. 

Sunart is bounded on the north by 
Lochtheil; on the eaft by Ardgour, and 
Lochaber; on the weft by Ardnamur 
chan; on the touth by Loch Sunart. It 
is fourteen miles long, and about five 
miles broad. It contains 443 fouls. 
There are only four Papifts in its end 
foine et them attend the Proteftant fer- 
vices The ftated place of worthip is at 
Strontian, but Mr Macintyre, the mif 
fionary there, who has 271. from the 
committee, preaches fometimes at Kine 
Rarloch, as bas been already mentioned, 
fometimes at Poolach, and Rethpole. 
There is a good number of people in this 
Pert of the parifh of Ardnamurchan, who 
uncerttand a fermon in Englith; the rea- 
fon of Which isy their having had a com- 
Peony of miners from the low countries, 
fo long fettied amongft them. There are 
feveral rapid rivers in Sunait, which are 
Oiten impeiluble.

The part of the parith which is called 
“anamerchon is bounded, on the wett 
eno nerth-welt, by the Atlantic ocean; 
On the north, by the water of Sheil ; on 
the eaft, by Sunait; and on the fouth, by 
Loch Sunart. Jt is fourteen miles long 
irom eait to weft, and about four mites 
broad trom north to foath. There are 
fever.t rivers and high mountains i: 


ms We were told it contained 957 fouls 
years ago, and at prelent it is fup- 


poled to contam one third more. Ther® 
are two places of worthip in it, one which 
is the parifh-church, and the other four 
miles diftant. There are no Papitts in 
Ardnamurchan 3 no parochial fchool in 
it; but there is a legal glebe, and, as we 
were told, money provided for building 
a manfe. The ttipend is 2000 merks; 
but by the decrect of the comnutiion ef 
teinds, the numiter is obliged to pay 500 
metks to an afliltant ; and this is paid to 
Mr Falconer, mihenary in Moidait, A- 
rita, and South Morar; who has alto 
4co merk- out of the royal bounty. 

Viordart is bounded on tie jouth by 
Lociitheil, on the north by Lochatiare, 
op the eaft by the braes of Lochiel, and 
ov the weit by the Atlantic ocean. It is 
fixtecn miles lonp, from eait to weft, 
and trom five to teven in breadth. There 
is one river in at, often impatiable; and 
high mountains. It contams about 500 
fouls: of whom only two families and 
one perion profels the Protcflant religion. 

Arita is bounded on the fouth by 
Lochaillart, ana Moidart, on the north 
by South Morar, on the eaft by the braes 
of Loch:el, and on the weit by the At- 
antic ocean. It is fixteen miles long 
from eat? to weft, and about feven miles 
broad from north to fouth. It contains 
above 500 fouls; all of them Papiits, exe 
cept four. 

South Morar is bounded on the north 
by Loch Morar, on the fouth by Arifaig, 
on the eaft by the braes of Lochiel, and 
on the weft by the Atlantic ocean. It is 
fourteen miles long, and betwixt two 
and three broad; contains about 300 
fouls ; all of them, except one, Papiits. 

Thefe countries are properly under the 
charge of Mr Falconer the wmiflionary ; 
and es in them Popery feems to be a fixe 
ed thing, they demand the particular at- 
tention of the Venerabie Aflembly. The 
part of this vaft parifh of Ardnamurchan 
which bears that name, is an eafy high- 
land charpe. There ought to be a new 
erection at Strontian; which would ac- 
commovate the countries of Sunart, Glen- 
tarbot, Kingerloch, and Jixewife a pare 
of the parfhof Morven. Another fhould 
be at Kinlochmuidart; which would terve 
Muidart, and likewile a part of Arifaig. 
The eftate of Kinlochinuidart ts torfeit- 
ed, and annexed to the crown. There 
oucht Jikewife to be another, fo as te 
ferve Morar, and Knoidart. The ime 
portance of all this will more fully ap- 
pear, when we have told the aficmbly, 

tual 
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that there are no fewer than three priells 
who commonly refidey and officiate, in 
thete countries of Muidart, Arifaig, aud 
Morar. 

Fuly g This day we examined a {chool 
taught n Strontian, by one Mr Tod, 
who has 8 from the fociety for propa. 
gating Chrittian knowledge, and gl. out 
ef the royal bounty. He appeared to 
have a good method of teaching, and the 
fcbolars were making preat progrefs. 

Fuly 10. This afternoon we left Stron- 
tia, went on board the wherrie, tailed 
contiderable way down Loch Sunart; 
but being becalmed in the evening, we 
went ofliore on the north fide of the coatt 
of Morven, and lodged a few hours in 2 
bot. 

July st. This morning we imbarked, 
am failed down Loch Sunart, and alongft 
the coatt of Ardnamurchan. We landed 
at the church of Ardnamurchan, and 
fook a view of that country; then re- 
turned to the wherrie, and ttretched over 
to the coatt of Muil, to a barbour called 
Tippermory; where we landed, and ftaid 
a few hours. From thence we failed 
up the tound of Muil, having the coatt 
of Mull upen one fide, and that of Mor- 
ven vpon the other. In the evening we 
Banded at a place in Morven called Fi- 
gary, Where the miniifer of Morven lives. 

16. The parith ef Morven confifts of 
the covatry of that name. It is bownd- 
ed on the jouth, and fouth-weft, by the 
Sound of Mull, and the Ocean; on the 
morth, and north-eatt, by Loch Sunert ; 
on the eaft, and fouth-eatt, by the coun- 
trv ot Kingerloch. Jtis nineteen miles 
Jong, from cait to weit, and from feven 
to five in breadth. It contains 1100 
Gatechilable perfons ; four only of whom 
Papilts, even thev jtometimes 
hear icimon irom the parith-minitter. 
There are four places of worthip, the 
included, two ithated, and 
wo occafional. Here are many (mali ri- 
ters, which are often ijmpaijable, and 
very bigh nountams. We converted 
with Leuchlen Macneil, catechitt in Mor- 
wen, aod were extremely well fatisted 
withbim.

Here 
one Evan Mactavith, who is a catechitt 
in Morven, came to us. He was exaini- 
ned in Erfe by Mr Mactatlane, as he 
could ipeak only broken Englith. He has 
41}. out of the royal bouuty. Mr Mac- 
tarlene reported that he was but indiffer- 
ently gualihed. 

In Muli we met with one Lauchlan 
Maclean catechitt in this ifland, in the 
parith of Toracy: we converied with 
him, and were extremely well fatisfied. 
He has only ¢ J]. out of the roval bounty, 

The ifland of Mull is twenty-four miles 
long, aad about the fame broad. It 
coiprehends three parifhes, viz. Toracy, 
Rols, and Kilmore, or Kilninian. 

17. The parith of Toracy heth chiedy 
on the eait fide of Muil. It is twelve 
miles long, and twelve miles broad, 
There are three fimall rivers in it, which 
are often jmpatlabie. It contains goo 
catechitable pertons ; of which only one 
fatnily and two perforis are Papilts ; and 
theie are net patives of the ifland. 
There are three places of worfhip in it, 
viz. Toracy, Pennygowan, and Kinloch 
buy. Each of thete places is nine miles 
dittant from the other. 700 of the in- 
habitants do not underitand a fermon in 
Englith. There is no parifhechureh, no 
manie, no parochial ichool ; byt there 1s 
56 s. a-vear allowed tor a glebe. 

18. The parifh of Rofs, or what is 
called the united parifhes of Kilfinichan 
and Kilvickeon, lies in the fouth-wef 
fide of Mull. It confiits of two penm- 
{ulas, and the ifland of Icolmkill. It is 
fourteen miles long, and ebout tour 
broad. There are two arms of the lea 
which run up this parifh, wiz. Loch Seri 
dan, fourteen miles long, and Lochnas 
caal, feven miles long. There are feve- 
ral finall rivers in it, which are often 
impalluble. It contalus 1200 catechilas 
ble perions; iew of whom can undere 

tand afermonin Englith; bur none 
them are Pepilts. There are four places 
of worfl:p in this parith, which are at 4 
areat ditance from each otber. There 
is bo church, no manfe, a finall glebe, 
no payochial ichcol. 

19 The pariih of Kilmore and Kilni- 
nian lieth on the north-welt fide of Mull; 
it is twelve miles long, and twelve mules 
broad; contains about 1800 catechifable 
petions; of which there are only two 10° 
conhderable people who are Papiitss oar 
ly a fourth part of the inhabitants can 
receive 
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receive inftruction in Englifh. There 
gre in it four places of worfhip, two 
churches, one at Kilninian, and the o- 
ther at Kilmore ; and the other two pla- 
ces of worfhip are at Aros and Ulva. 
The minifter hath a vearly allowance of 
40}. Scots for a manfe and glebe. There 
is no parochial fchool here. 

We may obferve in general, with re- 
feet to the minifters of Mull, which al- 
fo is the cafe with moft of the minifters 
in the highlands, that they have pretty 
large farms, and hovfes built on thefe 
farms, wherein they live. 

A new eredtion at Ardminifh, a little 
above Pennygowan, in the parifh of To- 
racy, would be extremely convenient for 
the people in Mull. It would accommo- 
date the moft remote parts of the three 
different parifhes in it, and would com- 
prehend upwards of 600 examinable per- 
fons. With regard to the ifland of Mull, 
it deferves the attention of the aflembly, 
that there is no parochial {chool in the 
whole ifland, nor in the parifh of Mor- 
ven, the country oppofite to it. At pre- 
fent the inhabitants of thefe countries 
are thinking of a fcheme for uniting the 
fchoolma ters falaries of the three parifh- 
es of Mull, and that of Morven, and 
Maintaining one great fchool at Penny- 
gowan. They propofe to have a mafier, 
and doétor, and that Latin and Greek 
fhould be taught init. The chief reafon 
for this propofal is, the preat expence 
which they muft incur by fending their 
children to Inverary, or any part of the 
low country, to be taught in a proper 
manner; amd that fuch a f{chool would 
allo be of great ufe to thofe who intend 
to train up their children for the mini- 
firy. It were indeed much to be wifhed 
that fome fchools of this kind were infti- 
tuted in different places of the High- 
lands. But though this fcheme may an- 
{wer very valuable purpofes, yet it muft 
bear hard on the common people, and 
can only ferve thofe who can afford to 
fend their children from home, and to 
Pay board for them. By the want of 
Psrochial fchools the poor people muft be 
left wholly deftitute of the means of in- 
Rruaion, [To be continued. ]

authority or privilege. What care do 
our laws take to preferve the records of 
the kingdom from interpolations or tor- 
ruptions ? Nav, it is a capital otfence to 
alter one fyllable in any record or wri- 
ting that concerns our eitates. But thoie 
writings that were given by the infpi- 
ration of the Holy Ghoft, that point out 
to us the paths of eternal fuleation, are 
expofed to the mercy of a fet of pirates, 
who have no other end but filthy lucre, 
in the weekly publications of them. 

Is it credible, that a Ciniftian nation, 
that boaits of having the pureit relipion 
in the world, fhould have no laws to pu- 
nifh fo atrocious an attempt, as publith- 
ing the facred hooks, the fountains of 
truth, with corrupiions and sniper » 
but fhould futfer them to be manoled, 
retailed, and parceiled out amongft the 
people, like anv ordinary hiftory or ro- 
mance? So great was the vigilance of 
the Jews, to prevent any alteration in 
the books of the Old Teftament, which 
were comnmnitted to the care of the Priefts. 
and Levites, that they not only numbere 
ed the words, but even the letters. 
Whereas in this Chriftisn country, any 
reprobate aflumes the privilege of print 
ing the facred records without controul ; 
and with fuch alterations as may be a- 
greeable to his humour or caprice: fo 
that, as the laws ftand at this time, the 
{criptures may be altered and adulterated 
at pleafure, only adding a few notes at the 
bottom from any other commentator. Thus 
copies of the Bible are multiplied, con- 
trary to the intention of the royal privi- 
lege, by which this work was only in- 
trufted to the King’s printer and the twe 
univerfities. 

And in order to carry on this frand 
with more fuccefs, and to impofe upon 
the ignorant, the editors of fome of thefle 
worke have the affurance to make ufe of 
fidtitious names to father their annotations 
upon, fuch as, S. Smith, D .D. S. Nelfon, 
D. D. though it is well known thefe 
Doors in Divinity have no more exift- 
ence than Matikew Taylr, D. D. the au- 
thor of a thing now advertifing under 
the title of England's Bloody Tribunal. 
But they think the name of a Dodor in 
Divinity, real or imaginary, is of no 
fmall weight towards infnaring the popu- 
lace. But what is really diverting, one 
of thefe imaginary divines, S. Smith, 
D, D. is not only indebted to his neigh- 
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bours for his annotations, but even for 
his peruke, which ts taken from a print 
of Rapin’s, by the dexteritv of the en- 
graver. So that the word of God is u- 
fhered into the world with forgery end 
impotture. 

As for the forwardnefs of thofe yousg 
men, or rather boys, who have the coue 
rape to fipn their names to their editions 
of the Bible, it is a ftep berond the ex- 
ample of all former times. I fuppofe it 
will be agreed, that till the preient times 
2 comment on the Bible was reckoned a 
mott arduous tofk, feveral of our great- 
eft divines contenting themfelves with 
undertuking only a part of it, as if une- 
gual to the whole; and on this part they 
would tpend feveral years of inquiry and 
meditation: but now a young man, who 
never thought of fuch a work ull the 
contra@ was figned with his bookfeller, 
will undertake to prepare a sumber for 
the following weet, and go on glibly 
through Old and New Te/tament, and 
throw vou in the Apocrypha into the bar- 
gain: “sis all one to him when the numbers 
fell T have been informed their method 
is, to take a pair of fciflars, and to cut 
out fuch notes from Paivick, Lowth, esc. 
as will in fize fuit their own ed:tion; 
and when a note is too long, thev wilelyv 
only take the beginning or ending of it, 
and pathng it to the bottom-marzin of 
an old Bite, tend it off to the printer.

An authentic account of the crime, behavi- 
our and execution of Mr Le Febure de 
da Marre, the young gentleman who 
fered lately at Abbeville. {440.] 


His young man, abont the age of 

twenty, and of a gond family, by 
keeping bad company, was become a 
great rake, and guilty of feveral flagrant 
irregularities: among which, his want 
of decency to the hoit, and, when in li- 
guor, going into the market-place with 
hs companions, and ftriking the image 
of Chrift in an infulting manner. — For 
this he certainly fhould have been pu- 
nithed, and made an exmple of; but 
When a punifhment exceeds all proportion 
to the crime, and the fentence comes 
from the moft refpe@able body of the 
Nation, not from a provincial parliament, 
we then begin to fhudder, and from 
thence form our ideas, and with great 
yultice, of the ftate of that kingdom. Le 
Pebvre de la Marre was condemned for 
the crime above mentioned, (the mere 
etiects of youthful fpirits, inflamed by 
wine, and bad example), to have his 
head cut off, end his body thrown into 
the fre, with Voltaire’s Diétionnaire Phi- 
lofophique, which he confedéd was a fa- 
vourite book, with him. 

He heard his fentence read to him (ac- 
cording to cuftom) with great tranquil- 
lity, and when it was finifhed, he laugh- 
ec. The confeffor applied to him with 
Breat fervency; but he would not talk 
with the prieft of any thing but trifing 
Matters, and of thofe with pleafantry. 
When they came to take him to the 
Place of execution, he {till appeared with 
the fame tranquillity; but upon mount- 
ng the fcatfold, there was an alteration 
Mm his faces; at which the prieft cried 
out, “ You have, then, fome fear of 


death >. 6 Not at all: but I behold, 


M. la Marre executed for blafphemy. 
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with fome ind gration, many of mv ene- 
mies got topether here, to feaft them- 
felves upon my execution. — There they 
are! (pointing to them). Good God! is 
it poliible that the hatred of man thould 
go to fuch extremities 2?” The pratt tas 
kine the advancace of this refl-ction, to 
fpeak to him of the tiemendous moment, 
when he was to pafs from life to deith, 
and of the confequences; ** Mv Reve- 
rend Sir,? the vounoa man), “T 
fhail, in a very little time, know more of 
the matter than vourfelf. What is thot 
piece of pattehoard floating at the end of 
that cord?” —** Thit is vour unhappy ace 
compmice, wh is hanged in ethuy.” This 
oceafioned De la Marre to lauch 
but afterwards looking a little ferioully, 
he faid, That ** his companion was a 
mean fellow to run awav; and that if he 
had regarded his honour, he thould have 
been really hanged with brn.” As he 
ftood upon the fcathold, he faw fe nen 
well dretled: Who are thes He 
was told, thev were feven executioners. 
—** That is ridiculous. — What, 
feven hangmen for me, only for me!” 
He finiled, and beckoned one of them ta 
come to him. ** Pray who ate vou, 
Sir?” ** fT have the honour to be the exe~ 
cutioner at Paris.” * What, 1s it you who 
beheaded Mr Lally?” * Thad that ho- 
neur, Sir.” — will tell you what, 
Friend, it has not done you much ho- 
nour, for you did it clumfilv.” **It is true, 
there was a fault; but it was not mines 
Major Lally would not have the complai- 
fance to lav his head properly.” ** Well, 
tell me, Sir, what I mutt do for your 
honour, and J will, —I am not expenene- 
ced in thefe matters; this is the firft 
time I ever had inv head cut off. Place 
me yourle!f.” ** With all my heart, Sir,” 
replied the executioner, and he placed 
him direétly ; but the young man firring 
a little without knowing it, the hang- 
man faid in a low voice to the priett, 
‘© He does not lie right.”
